BALKAN BROTH. 


There is, always something 
stewing in the Balkans, and 
sometimes it bubbles up and 
threatens to boil over, then sim- 
mers “down, but occasionally. it 
does boil over" and causes & 
general mess. There seem two 
“remediex" for this state of 
affairs—failing a peace pact 
among all the little States con- 
cerned —the first being to let the 
different peoples fight it out with 
each other, and. the second being 
for the bigger nations to interfere, 
like big” policemen, enforcing 
peace amongst squabbling street 
arabs. This latter policy has its 


good points, provided the differ- 
ent Powers concerned can come 
to an amicable , understanding 
and not themselves seek interests 
in the Near East which clash 
with those of the other-powerful 
nations. Such a Situation as this 
can only lead to intrigue ‘and 
counter intrigue, in which there 
is always the. grave possibility 
thatthe Balkans States will be 
used, as pawns in the’ game 
being played by. their pseudo 
protectors. It is in such cases 
that a body like the League of 
Nations can play an important 
part. in determining the ‘Tights 
and wrongs of a dispute, and 
thus preserve ‘the peace of the 
world; sé the more - regrettable 
is it that the League is actually 
impotent. 


The news cables of ‘the last 
few days incline one t6 the view 
that the big game of internation- 
al chess is- taking on a new 
aspect. Serbia (now added to and 
going by the name of Yugo-Slavia} 
has been quarrelling with bor old 
“Hhenemy Bulgaria. ‘The Bulgars 


France 
Evidently it dees not quite meet 
with the approval of Great 
Britain: and Ltaly. There, are 


‘lfresh ingredients being added to 


the Balkans. broth, and the fire 
beneath the cauldron is being 
stirred up. It looks a more than 
ever indigestible mixture, with 
a great desl too many cooks 
concerned. 


'The Customs Bispute. 


There are people who expected 
that, in the-evenf of the reply of 
Sir Francis Aglen to the demand 
of the Canton Goverrment fora 
share of the Customs surplus 
being found unsatisfactory, Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen would take matters 
into. his own hands along lines 
which he has already indicated. 
We are pleased to note, however, 
that, althoughBdissatisfied with 
the reply, the Canton Government 
thifks that the wisést course is 
to continue the negotiations 
rather than to precipitate matters 
by specifi> acts. We can quite 

see Mr. C.C. Wu's paint that it 
does not matter whether there is 
any surplus or npt--the Canton 
Government wants a definite 
answer to its claim, on a point of 
the, principle involved. At the 
same time, we cannot see that 
much has been gained by address- 
ing the demand to the Inspector 
Genezal of Customs, who is, after 
all said and done, a servant of 
the Cenfral Government and who, 
therefore. can\yurely exercise no 
power in the’ allocation of the 
surplus. The Customs revenue 
has many obligations to meet. for 
it must not be overlooked that the 
Central Government in 1921 de- 
finitely assigned the balance of 
the revenues, after the payment 
of foreign obligations. to the 
formation of a Sinking Fund for 
the protection of subscribers to 
the National Loans. It is true 
that Sir Francis Aglen controls 
the National Loans Consolidated 
Servicer but he soacis usa servant) 
of the Peking Government. “Can- 
ton's claim, it seems to us, is 
more forthe Central Government 
to deal with than for Sir Francis 
Aglen todecide, When the Canton 
authorities secured a proportion 
of the surplus sqme years ago, 
they obtained it with the consent 
ofthe Central Government. Only 
by the latter's approval can they 
hope to get a share now. In 
saying so much, we are treating 
the question from the standpoint 
that this matter of the surplus is 
a purely internal one. Tha: is 
the Canton argument. We can 
can well see, however, the pos- 
sibility of other aspects develop- 
ing which would canse the subject 
to be one of decided concern to 
foreigu interests. 


Sun and Chan. 


“The Cuntoa tha: efte gives con- 
siderable prominence to a report 
in 4 vernacular paper stating that 
General Chan ‘King-ming hes 
expressed his willingness to 
negotiate for peace with Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen. Such reports have been 
frequently made during the past 
year, but they have not been con- 
firmed and have not led, so far as 
we know, to direct negotiations. 
We have not the least knowledge 
as to whether this latest rumour 
is well-foiinded. We should 
like to think that it, is, although 
the enmity between’ Dr. Sun, and 
General Chan since they dissolved 
friendship has been so intense 


«| also 


that we are ‘naturally dubious on 
the point. It would bea real 
blessing to Canton and the. whole 
of South China if these two 
leaders could compése. .their 
differences. That would be the, 
first move towards stability in 
Kwangtung and would result in 
real benefits to both sides—of that, 
we feel sure. Hongkong would 
\rejoice to witness suck a rappro- 
chement, , which would have a 
decided influence on the long- 
awaited revival of commerce and 
lead to" closer ‘intercourse 
between cur own Government and 
that of Canton. Chinese~New 
Year will scon be with us. What 
a splendid start it would be it the 
differences between Sun and 
Chan were by that time finally 
adfusted f .

Pof a collision which taak place in 


Manila Harbour during a typhoon 
in August, 1920, befweent the ss. 
Yuensang and the s.s. Montrose, 

The facts of the case, which 
were fully stated at the time 
of the trial,;were that on the 
afternoon of August 31st. the two 
boats were lying close together: 
along the piers in Manila 
Harbour. The Yuensang was 
lying between No. 3 and’ No. 5 


iD nior, whilst the Montrose was 


lying alongside. No. 5 pier. The 
No.t typhoon signal was up ‘until 
4o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the No, 4 signal was hoisted, the 
wind later increasing to typhoon 
force. Whilst the Yuensang had 


‘Isteam up, the Montrose did not, 


and when the Yuensang tried to 
get away from the piera collision 
took place between the steamers. 
The owners of the Yuenssng, the 
Indo-China Company, were suing 
the owners of the Montrose for 
damages. The plaintiffs alleged 
that the Montrose was negligent 
in not having had steam up, but 
the defendants denied negligence 
and alloged that the Yuensang 
was in fault for attempting. to 
leave the pier as she did. " 
His Lordship first reviewed at 
some length the facts, the Manila, 
Government Regulations for ships 
in harbour during typhoons, and 
also the evidence. Proceeding, 
he said it had not been challenged 
that the Montrose was the only 
vessel in harbour without steam 
up. The defendants claimed that 
tha accident was inevitablé and 
even if the Montrose had had 
steam up it would have made 
no difference. “The authorities 
establish that it isno excuse for 
the master of a vessel to say that 
he could not prevent the accident 
when it occurred, if he neglected 
fo take measures of precaution 
which would have rendered the 
accident less probable. The 
burden of preventing ‘an inevit- 
able accidéntis on the defendants. 
I am not constrained to. find 
that the existence of steam 
in the Montrose would, 
necessarily, have averted the 
accident’ {in the face-of the 
evidence it would be imposyible 
to do ‘so), but in my opinion it 
cannot be gainsaid that. the
